You can see they're flying the Afghan national flag and he's got it on his 
shirt, too. It's a nod to the hearts and minds aspect of the mission out there. It's an attempt to appear less imperialistic to the locals." 





Capt Bury: "This local isn't a Taliban, but he would have been questioned by the Afghan soldier at the head of the patrol. Afghanis are 
very tough. They have a saying there - 'Me against my brother, my brother and me against my cousins, me and my cousins against the 
other family, me and the other family against the village, me and the villages against the foreigners.' It's an incredibly survivalistic place."
